1 . An examinees amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Donald Hanson on 2/14/2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 7, line 1 , delete "4", insert -3-. 
Claims 1 and 2 are cancelled. 

2. Applicant's confirmation of the election of group II, claims 3-8 in the reply filed on 
1 1/24/2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 
and 2 to an invention being treated as non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
1 and 2 been cancelled. 



Drawings 
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4. The drawings were received on 1 1/24/2004 (replacing sheet 2, with Figures 2 
and 6 and sheet 4, with Figures 4 and 4). These drawings are approved. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Katzschner, 
Gemelli, Unterberger, Smyczek and the admitted prior art as applied in the previous 
office action (mailed 8/24/2004) disclose many of the limitations of claim 3 in an 
electrical cable coating apparatus, including detection means (see item DG of 
Katzschner) for measuring a moving speed of the electrical cable, various coating 
structures that can function as the colorant jetting and coating liquid jet means (all 5 
references), the concept of dual control structures (see Gemelli, items 30 and 32) which 
provides for an apparatus with two different jet applying capabilities, and generic control 
devices (all references). Furthermore, Nishikawa (US Patent 6,106,623) discloses that 
it is known have an apparatus with structures for printing on a moving substrate, and 
structures for applying a coating over the printed section, and an apparatus for 
controlling the operation. 

However, none of the references discloses that the control means for controlling 
the coating liquid jet means to jet a given amount of coating liquid on the colorant 
coated on the outer surface of the electrical cable to deposit the colorant on the outer 
surface based on the distance and the and the electrical cable moving speed measured 
by the detection means. While Katzschner, Gemelli, Unterberger, Smyczek and the 
admitted prior art disclose various pieces of the structure and controlling of one 
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coating/colorant material based on speed, there is no suggestion that would make 
obvious the controller functioning to control in the second application based on the 
speed and distance. Furthermore, Nishikawa, which does disclose controlling of the 
downstream coating application onto a first printing (i.e., colorant applying) operation, 
does not disclose any speed controlling operations.
